Senora Citalez had

the days of the missions, when the 
padres were all in all to their charg­ 
es, and always spoke with pleasure 
of the mission regime. 
Last year the aged Indian was one 
of the attractions at the fair given 
of the attractions at the fair given at 
the Plaza church and several nights 
attended the bazaar, which proved a 
great novelty to 
her, although she 
could not see the crowds of people 
and the gaily decked patio. 
With the death of Senora Citalez 
the last known of the Capistrano In­

ipw lies in ruins, have been passed 
on to another and younger 
genera­ 
tion.

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PARTY SUCCESS INVOLVED 


(Riverside Press.) 
Republicans who are loyal to their 
party are anxious for the election of 
a Republican 
president 
next 
fall. 
They believe that the economic poli­ 
cies advocated by 
the 
Democratic 
party, especially on the tariff, 
are 
opposed to the prosperity 
and 
de­ 
velopment of the country and 
that 
serious 
business 
stagnation 
might 
follow the election of a Democratic 
president and congress. 
They 
are 
therefore more interested in the suc­ 
cess of the party than in the ambitions 
of any candidate. 
Considering 
the 
campaign from that standpoint, it is 
difficult to understand how any one 
who candidly faces tne situation as it 
exists today can fail to be for Roose­ 
velt. 
Admitting all that his friends 
claim in behalf of President Taft, he 
has certainly failed as an inspiring 
party leader. 
He was elected four 
years ago because of the ginger Roose­ 
velt put into the campaign and be­ 
cause the people believed he would be 
An 
enthusiastic 
supporter 
of 
the 
Roosevelt policies. 
In spite of 
his 
high character and honest 
purpose, 
. Taft has not gotten hold of the peo- 
. pie. 
They are not enthusiastic 
over 
him, they are even distrustful of him. 
That feeling may he unjust, but it 
exists so generally that it is likely 
to defeat Taft, if he is nominated. 
What the party needs in this Dem­ 
ocratic year is a strong, 
aggressive 
candidate who will 
appeal 
to 
the 
imagination and enthusiasm of 
the 
people and who stands in the public 
eye as the exponent of distinctly pro- 
. gressive policies. 
Roosevelt meets 
those conditions better than any one 
else and that is why his nomination 
seems the surest guarantee of party 
success. 
This phase of the 
situation 
was 
very ably discussed In a recent 
ad­ 
dress by Chester H. Rowell of Fresno 
in a joint debate with Frank H. Short, 
and the following extracts from 
his 
address are commended to the thought­ 
ful consideration of the Republican 
readers of the Press: 
There is an additional party 
rea­ 
son for opposing the nomination 
of 
President Taft. In choosing a presi­ 
dent we are also choosing 
a 
party 
leader. 
President Taft is fond of re­ 
ferring to himself as “the titular head 
of the party.” I do not kn'ow that this 
is a necessary function of the presi­ 
dential office, but President Taft 
at 
least so regards it and so exercises 
it. 
What have been the results 
of 
that leadership, as exercised by him? 
He has undertaken to lead the party 
sometimes right and sometimes wrong, 
but never successfully. 
He took the 
party successfully beyond the mem­ 
ory of parties, and we find it now with 
recent defeat behind it and universal 
doubt ahead. He took it vigorous and 
harmonious. 
Now we find it 
split 
and discordant, with tis most 
vital 
element, including the dominant Re­ 
publicanism of California, undertaken 
to be' read out of the party by 
the 
voice and acts of the president him­ 
self. 
We find enthroned as the lead­ 
ers of the party those whom Roose­ 
velt had dethroned and whom the peo­ 
ple elected Taft to Keep dethroned, 
and we find denounced and ostracized, 
as not Republicans, those whose lead- 
.efship gave the party 
vitality 
and 
progress, in the days of 
Roosevelt. 
We find the Republican party victor­ 
ious in every portion of the country 
where President Taft has repudiated 
it and we find it defeated everywhere 
where he and it have remained to­ 
gether. There is only one opinion of 
William H. Taft as a jurist, and that 
is favorable. 
There are two opinions 
of him, both probably In part correct, 
as an adm inistrator and as an advo­ 
cate of legislative policies. But there 
istonly one opinion of him as a leader, 
ajgd that is that in this capacity he is 
a total failure. 
This, I say, is the opinion even of 
his friends. In recent magazine com­ 
ment, for instance, I find only two re­ 
views that are friendly to the pres!-1 
dent. One of these, the World’s Work, 
says that “among clean, commonplace 
presidents, he will take high rank.” 
Bat the World s Work thinks this is 
the year for the election of Woodrow 
Wilson, who is clean and not common­ 
place, and it advocates the nomination 
of Taft as the most graceful way of 
assuring the election of Wilson. The 
other is an anonymous reviewer in 
the Atlantic Monthly, who, in a bril­ 
liantly sympathetic analysis of Presi- 
dent Taft, concedes as an axiom that 
the president as a leader 1b a failure; 
that he bas lost, in part unreservedly, 
the papular confidence; that, 
while 
comprehending the logic of an argu­ 
ment, he has Rd instinct of the heart 
of the people; and that 
“the 
high 


hopes with which his presidency open­ 
ed have not been met.” 
These, re­ 
member; are 
friendly, 
pot 
hostile 
views. 
And we are choosing now A 
leader of whom the best defense that 
his friends can make "in this capacity, 
is that he Is a well-meaning blunderer. 
Is that the sort of a general 
under 
whom to march to wattle? 
President Taft has 
argued, 
more 
clearly and forcibly than any 
other 
orator In America, for the progres­ 
sive policy of tariff revision. But his 
vacillating leadership cid not get us 
that sort of tariff revision, and 
his 
most belligerent advocates are those 
who do not want this sort of a revi­ 
sion. 
Instead of the tariff peace that 
usually follows for a decade or more 
any tariff revision, we have tariff un­ 
rest and doubt. Orator Taft advocates 
a policy that would make for 
peace 
and justice, but President Taft con­ 
tributes less than nothing to the reali­ 
zation of that policy. 
It 
is 
further 
away now than it was before he be­ 
gan to preach it. And the same analy­ 
sis might apply to all the progressive 
legislative policies of President Taft. 
Partly by intelligent understanding of 
them and partly by sheer momentum, 
he has advocated many such policies, 
and he has even succeeded in accom­ 
plishing a few. But he has done so at 
the cost of a leadership and an af­ 
filiation which has made of the Re­ 
publican party and of the American 
congress a less efficient medium of ac­ 
complishing more of them. 
A presi­ 
dency is not to be judged by words, 
merely, but by deeds. The words may 
have been the voice of Jacob, but the 
hand has been the hand of Esau. Inept 
leadership, false affiliation, and a to­ 
tal lack of touch with the people, have 
vitiated the confessedly good inten­ 
tions of President Taft, and have, in 
the words of the most intelligent of 
his opponents, “disappointed the high 
hopes with which his administration 
began.”
